The dispatch of our Washington corre- 
spondent, printed in yesterday’s paper, set- 
ting forth Congressman Hiseock’s plan for 
popularizing the republican party is worthy 
of serious attention. There bas been no 
movement made by the republican party 
during the past twenty-five years so full of 
danger to the democratic party as the plan 
of Mr. Hiscock, the: leading republican of 
the honse. Whether the democrats believe 
this to be true or not, they will have a prac- 
tical demonstration of it if the proposed 
plan is carried out. 

It isthe purpose of Mr. Hiscock, so our 
Washington correspondent says, to. put the 
republican party, fairly and squarely before 
the fcountry in favor of the repeal of the 
internal revenue laws. It is further stated

means to join him in his movement, anu 
that every democrat on that committee is 
opposed to it.

clearly outlined, and his plan is carried ont 
and | made & general issue, it will do more to 


that has occurred in years. In the last con- 
gressional campaign, the democrats lost con- 
gressmen in Virginia and in North Carolina, 
andon this internal revenue issue alone. 
In one district in North Carolina, a republi- 
can, who had been convicted in the United 
States court for violating the revenue law 
relating to tobacco, and sentenced to the 
penitentiary, but who had been pardoned 
aftér paying a heavy fine, defeated the regu- 
lar democratic nominee. The loss of demo- 
cratic congressmen in Virginia was due 
almost entirely to the fact that after the 
democrats came into power, there was no 
effort made to repeal the outrageous inter- 
nal revenue law. 

When we consider the infamies that have 
been perpetrated under cover of this law— 
the oppression and injustice to which inno- 
cent men, women and children have been 
subjected—it is not at all surprising that 
the law should be unpopular, nor need we 
be surprised if the democratic party should 
suffer more serious losses if the leaders per- 
sist in ignoring the wishes and desires of the 
people. 

The internal revenue system, from begin- 
ning to end,jis a war measure and could not 
have been inaugurated in any other period. 
It was devised for the purpose of raising 
revenue for carrying on a great war, and\ 
yet, nearly a quarter of a century after the 
war, with the treasury filling up with sur- 
plus revenue, it is still in operation. The 
honses of people, in a large area of country, 
are still subject to visitation and search 
without warrant by men who are intent only 
on earning their fees. Citizens, whether 
they are guilty or innocent, can still be 
dragged from their homes and friends and 
lodged in jail, and not aday passes that 
some fresh outrage of this character is not 
perpetrated. 

The law is not only unjust and un-Ameri- 
can, it is unconstitutional for the reason that 
it levies a tax on one of the agricultural 
productsof the country. Moreover, it is 
kept up solely for the protection of an im- 
mense whisky ring, the members of which 
have hundreds of millions of dollars at their 
back, and who have their paid agents always 
on hand in Washington to lobby committees 
and shape the politics of newspaper corre- 
spondents] and impecunious congressmen. 
In Russia innocent citizens are dragged 
away from their homes and tried for alleged 
crimes out of reachof friends and witnesses. 
In this land of freedom innocent citizens are 
dragged from their familes without 
wariant, tried in unfriendly courts and sent 
to the Siberia of the Albany penitentiary. 
Even if they manage to disprove the charges 
against them there is no method by which 
they can be repaid for their sufferings—for. 
the indignities that have been put upon 
families may starve and 
their crops may be ruined, but they are help- 
-Jess—as helpless as the unfortunate victims 
of Russianityramny. A)! this is ‘applauded _

Under these circumstances, and in view of 
these facts, is it surprising that this law 
a rebellion in western Pennsylvania in the 
early days of the republic—a rebellion of 
such proportions that General Washington, 
who was then president, and fifteen thousand 
regular troops were required to suppress it.

It is never 
announced in these beautifully written 
notices that such raids cost the government 
in the neighborhood of five hundred dollars. 
Such announcements are very nice, but when 
the voter comes to think who it is that is 
backing up this unconstitutional law, and 
finds that the democrats are as bad as the re- 
publicans used to be, it will be diffieult to con- 
vince him that it is necessary to vote the 
democratic ticket in order to get rid of these 
infamous measures. 

THE CONSTITUTION -has never had theleast 
doubt that Mr. Carlisle’s election as speaker 
was serious mistake for the democrats. 
Mr. Carlisle wants to reform the revenue 
from the standpoint of the whisky ring. He 
wants to retuin the internal revenue system, 
to which every real democrat is opposed, 
and he has run this line until the people in 
all parts of the-country are tired of it.

The people expected some’ relief when the 
democrats came into power. They expected, 
and they had a right to expect, that the ras- 
cals would be turned out. ‘Their reasonable 
expectations in this have been partially dis- 
appointed. They expected that all useless 
offices would be abolished, that this internal 
revenue system would be repealed, and that 
all war measures would belopped off. They 
have been totally disappointed inthis. They 
expected the silver question to be settled 
beyond a doubt, and yet congress has taken 
no decided step in thatdirection. We still 
have compulsory instead of free coinage, and 
yet the country is in as mueh danger of the 
demonetization of silver as in 1872, when 
the republicans were at the high-water mark 
of their popularity. So far as our ownstate 
is concerned, there is a restlessness apparent 
among our people that amounts almost ta a 
desire to call public meetings. Congress is 
losing ground with the people. They. believe 
it is higgling over small matters and over- 
looking grave ones. There will be more 
changes madé in congress next time. if. the 
new lody that meets in March does not 
make a better record than the first under a 
democratic administration. 


The Horrcrcs of Rapid Transit. 
\_ We cannot recall a more grim and ghastly 
batch of railway horrors than the collection 
printed in our yesterday’s issue. 

There is a horrible fascination in the de- 
tails of such disasters. It is impossible to 
skip a single line. Even when assured that 
_the victims were all strangers to him, the 
reader greedily reads the story to the end. 

t seems to him that he can hear the awfal 
roar and clatter of the collision, the shrieks 
of the sufferers and the sizzle of their burn- 
ing flesh. 

Every man feels a personal interest in a 
railway accident. We area nation of tray- 
elers, and we know that the perils and the 
risks before us are sufficiently threatening to 
be worth estimating. On even the shortest 
trip a broken rail, a drunken engineer, the 
mistake of a train dispatcher, or the obsti- 
nacy of a cow may send us into eternity, 
mangled, roasted, shattered beyond recogni- 
tion. 

Perbaps we cannot have rapid transit 
without these drawbacks, and we. are not 
willing to slacken our speed. There is a 
reckless side to our national character. 
When Jules Verne described an American 
engineer who backed -his train half a mile 
from a shaky bridge to get a good headway, 
and then fairly flew over the tottering struc- 
ture, barely touching the rails, and reaching 
the opposite side of the river just as the 
bridge tumbled in, he did not stretch his 
fancy to a violent extent. We cannot hope 
to get rid of this indiiference to danger, but 
railway companies, officials and employes 
may be held to a stricter responsibility. 
When travelers are whirled along at the rate 
of sixty-three miles an hour they have a 
right to expect perfectly equipped roads, 
systems as regular as clockwork and employes 
as reliable as the hope of reward and the 
fear of punishment can make them. There 
is, then, but one hope for the traveling pub- 
lic, rigid legislation that will make accidents 
so expensive and dangerous to the railway 
companies that human wisdom and skill will 
be strained to the utmost toavoid them. As 
yet our lawmakers have scarcely touched the 
subject. If they will look into it they will 
find a field worthy of their statesmanship.

The agents have encountered the 
ill-will of the farmers, and in one county they 
were warned against using “undue influences 
to disorganize and’ carry away the labor of this 
community,’ and an executive committee of 
fifteen was appointed “‘to wait on, in a becom- 
ing style, all such agents who refuse or neg- 
lect te comply with our modest but earnest de- 
mand.’ A couple of days afterward some of 
these agents were waited on by the executive 
committee, and asked to leave the county. 
They refused. The committee consulted, and 
gave them just ten mirnutes-to leave in.” They 
understood the hint, and themselves emigrat- 
ed. But, alfliough successful in this, the plant- 
ers won only a barren victory. The agent#’re- 
mained in. Viekburg, but ‘‘worked the country”’ 
from there, and gvf negroes if Hinas to acl as

The Chinese Diffusing Themselves Over 
Many Parts of the World. 
From the Brooklyn Times. 

“Peole have little idea,” said A. R. Shattuck, 
who arrived in New York from Canton last week, 
“how rapidly the passion for emigrating is grow- 
ing in Chinay The whole southern Asiatic coast 
and many ofthe Paeitic islands are filling with 
Chinese, In spite of our prohibitory laws not a 
few Chinese manage to smuggle themselves into 
cour country, and they are fairly. swarming in many 
places where nothing is done to keep them out. 

‘In 1871 only a few thousand Chinese lived in 
Singapore. Today the new China Town is the fea- 
ture of the place. Singapore has now 86,000 Chi- 
nese residents, and last year 150,000 Chinese landed 
in the city on their way to other parts of the coast. 
Cochin China, which is now a French province, is 
rapidly filling with Cliinese. Here, asin all other 
parts of the south coast of Asia, the Chinese excel 
the natives in intelligence, education and business 
qualifications. They assert. their superiority in 
many ways, and treat most of the natives as their 
inferiors. In Cochin China the Chinese merchant: 
have absorbed the greater part of the trade. T!:~ 
can beat the natives selling their own produ 


| and many of them are rich, 


“In Australia the Chinese are growingin num 
bers. They contro} the trade of the Gilbert Islan’ 
and are gaining groundin Hawail. In y of 
the Pacific Islands, like Fiji, where there is consid- 
@able trade, a visitor is likely to see a group of 
Chinese before his eye lights onanative. The 
Chinese are overrunning Bramah, and there is a 
large colony of them in Mandalay. A large party 
of traveling Chinese merchants who were on the 
road in Burmah a few weeks ago, were mistaken 
by the British troops for Decoits. The soldiers fired 
upon them and seyeral poor fellows were killed: 

“The increasing migration among the hordes of 
China is one of the most interesting signs of the 
times. The Mongolians are gradually diffusing 
themselves over a large part of the world— a fact 
that deeply concerns many ®ations, and is also 
indicative of the great changes going on in China, 
from which emigration would have been impos- 
sible years ago.”

1. Because by concert of action among those 
who desire to buy the lands would be secrifi 
ed by being bid in at little more, if any, than 
the minimum price of $1.25 per acre. 

That the sales would result in & monopoly 
of the mineral lands, which would be beld for 
higher prices, and thus their development 
would be retarded. 

Because a large number of poor persons 
who had settled upon the lands would be 
turned ont of their homes, 

The report of Inspector Paisley recommends 
that the sale be postponed, and says that a 
secret Inceting of mining companies had been 
held in Birmingham for the purpose, it was 
greatly believed, of forming 2 combination to 
crush all individual competition and secure ail 
these lands at the rate of $1.25 per acre.

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THE AUGUSTA ELECTION. 


An Exciting Day Among the Local Politi- 
cians. 


Aveusta, Ga., January 5.—[Special.]—The 
election for county officers was the most 
held in this city for years. 
Notwit ding the exceeding severity of the 
weather, snow having fallen all the morning, 
an unusually large number of voters turned 
out, and the coyrthouse yard was crowded 
all day. The friends of the administration can- 
didates worked like beavers, and by their 
united efforts, with a considerable supply of 
money to back them, elected their ticket in 
full. The main contest of the day was that 
for clerk of court, in which W. E. Keenag. 
present incumbent and administration can‘ti- 
date, was opposed by G. L. McMurphey, anti- 
administration and Knights of Labor candidate. 
The friends of Keenan, before the 
election, conteded the white box to 
McMurphey, who beat in that box by 

o65 majority, and put in all their work at the 
negro box on the opposite side of the building. 

The spectacle at this box was striking and 
novel. Mayor May, Jailer Collins and other 
city ¢fiicials, including the recorder, stationed 
themselves at the box early in the morning and 
remained all day, voting negroes like sheep for 
their favories.,. It was the most shameful pro- 
ceeding ever witnessed in any city. The ne- 
groes’ votes were bought openly and above 
hoard. It was evident at the beginning that 
the administration was determined to win at 
all hazards. 

The whole proceeding’ of the election is con- 
demned by the best citizens of Augusta, and 
the methods e m ploy ed by certain of our city 
officials in today’s election have caused deop 
indignation among the best citizens of Au- 
gusta. and now more than ever before it is 
thonght the business men will combine and 
use their united efforts to defeat the. ring in 
the coming clections. It was currently ru- 
inored around the pollsthis morning that cer- 
tain city officials had even gone so far as toe 
take negroes from jail and vote them. Hear- 
ing this your corrospondent in juired of Mayor 
May and Jailer Collins as to the 
truthfulness of the report, but 
they both denied tiem, sayin 
the negroes spoken of were hands hired by 
the city to work on the canal. Just befere the 
pols closed the voting in the negro box was 
exceedingly heavy, and it was openly stated 
hy ae s friends that the friends of his 
Opp ent were voting negroes twice, and even 
three times. At amy rate Keenan’s majority 
over McMurphoy in the negro box was very 
large, and by this vote he was elected. Mr. 
Keener has heretofore made an excellentclerk, 
and is highly recommended by the members of 
the bar, but the methods used by his friends in 
reelecting him are not worthy of come 
mcudation, Mr. MeMurphey tonight en 
tered a protest against the votes 
of about three shundred negroes, 
claiming them to be illegal. At this hour (2 
a.m.) the managers have just concluded count- 
ing the votes of the white box in the city which 
shows the following: 

For clerk of court, Keenan, 783; McMurphey, 
1.268, Tax receiver, Hollingsworth, 1,007:

Eastern capital is moving south and west. 
The stream has set in as steadily to the former as 
it did a quarter of a century ago to the latter, It 
is now dving for Chattanooga, Nashville, Birnmring 
ham and Atlanta whatit dida long time ago for 
Cleveland, Chicago and Cincinnati, and what it is 
doing for Kansas City, Omaha and Wichita. The 
country adjacent to the cities always participate 
in their growth and prosperity from the operation 
of the causes which produce them, as the floods 
from astream overflow the country which it tra- 
verses, 

While Atlanta is the southern center and Kansas 
City the western, the favored sections of which they 
are the commercial capitals are now the greater 
beneficiaries, Chicago’s glory has not departed, 
but Chicago’s phenomenal prosperity has come and 
gone thence to the new west and the new south.
